the greatest man of the party. 
The v ictor was the one who could 
boil the longest and liv e. 
They 
would form into two sections and 
arrange themselv es at full length, 
face downward, on either side of 
the fire, with their noses rooted to 
the ground. 
Occasionally a stal­ 
wart buck would stand erect and 
with his blank et fan the flame 
ov er in the direction of the opposite 
party.

OPINION OK THE SU P R E M E CO CRT. 


The decision of the United States su ­ 
preme cou rt u pon the petition for a w rit 
of error in the case of the Chicago a n a r­ 
chists was annou nced last W ednesday aft­ 
ernoon b y Chief Ju stice W aite in alon g 
and carefu lly prepared opinion, which oc­ 
cu pied thirty-fiv e m inu tes in the reading. 
The cou rt holds in b rief: 
F irst—T lm t the first ten am endm ents 
to the constitu tion are 
lim itations u pon 
federal and not u pon sta te action. 
Second—T hat the ju ry law of Illinois is 
u pon its face v alid and cor stitu tion al, au d 
tha t it is sim ilar in its prov isions to the 
sta tu te of Utah, which was su staine« ! in 
this cou rt in the case of H opt v s. the te rri­ 
tory of Utah. 
T hird—^That it does not appear in the 
record tha t u pon the ev idence the trial 
cou rt shou ld hav e declared the ju ror Fu n- 
ford incom petent. 
F ou rth—T hat the ob ject to the adm is­ 
sion of the Johann Most letter and the 
cross exam ination of Spies, which cou nsel 
for the prisoners m aintained, v irtu ally 
compelled them t*> t« stily against them ­ 
selv es 
were not ob jected to iu the trial 
ccu rt. and tha t, therefore no fou ndation 
was laid for the exercise of this c ou rt’s 
ju risdiction. 
And 
fifth—T hat the « ju estion raised b y 
General B u tler in the case* of Spies and 
I'ielden u pon the b ases <.d their foreign na­ 
tionality were neither raised n or decided 
in the sta te cou rts and therefore cannot b e 
considered here. 
The writ of error prayed 
for m u st consequ ently b e denied. 
There was no dissenting opinion. 


HOW THE ANARCHISTS RECEIVED THE NEW S. 


When the annou ncem ent of the resu lt at 
Washington was receiv ed,a note was sent u p 
to Spies, telling him that the writ had b een 
denied, and asking if he had anv statem ent 
to make in regu rd to the m atter.

Two of th« on stepped qu ietly into 
the jail and the others disposed of themselv es 
in tne criminal cou rt b u ilding u nd ab ou t the 
premises. Tne b ailiff a t the ou ter d« oor Gall­ 
ing Into the jail cou rt Bars he Is instru cted 
to adm it no oa« \ b u t whether this applies to 
the near relativ es of the death-sentenced 
men is not known. 
Ilie streets ab ou t tb a 
jail are perfectly qu iet. 
No crow « is hav e 
gathered and no incidents of any sort hav e 
as yet occu rrtni. 
Ihe poiice are prepared 
for any emeigency, thou gh they say they 
hav e no fear of an u prising or open v io­ 
lence. 
W ithou t any prev iou s intim ation a 
a ru le rigidly deb arring v isitors from the 
jail wa« qu ickly pu « ‘ in f« >rce, and no ou e was 
allowed to enter the b u iiding du ring the 
afternoon 
e.xoejd 
officers, 
reporters 
and 
relativ es 
ot 
the 
anarchists. 
As 
soon as the news from Washington had gen­ 
erally circu lated throu gh the city there was 
a rm-li of miscellaneou s people to see the 
condemned men b efore it was too late. They 
entered the sheriff's office in drov es, b u t th« « 
latch string b ad b een withdrawn. 
Lou d and 
long were the exjiostu iations b u t the depu ty 
w b o gu arded the way to the jail yard was 
ob du rate. 
Friends of the doomed men b ear­ 
ing b askets of delicacies for them b egged 
admittance. 
The dainties were parsed In 
b u t only relativ es gained entrance. 
Sheriff 
Matson said: 
Tne v isits of other anarchists hav e got to stop. 
Henceforth the doomed men wih not l»e allowed 
to hav e any more recreation hou r» 
rer“« « nallv . 
1 wou ld like to grant them ail the tav or« I oou ld, 
b u t 1 don't think it wou ld b e w*sc to do so. It 
may seem foolish, b u t I don't want the« e men 
to cheat the gallows b y killing themselv es. 
Their friends might giv e them daggers or 
txdsou , and althou gh I know that if thcv » hou li 
want to kill themselv es we w« ,« n'd b e powerless 
to prev ent it. still I shou ld not like to h.-tv e it 
said that it 1 had att* n« le*( to my du ty the su i­ 
cide* might hav e i» een prev ented.

least, of cheerfu l spirits. Mr. Bielfeldt, after 
leav ing the jail, said:

A POWDER MINE HERO. 


H ow a Soldie r R is k e d His Life in 
R e lig h ting th e Fus e On th e Ve ry 
Edge of the M in e at P e te rs burg. 
Sometimes brav ery is an impulse; 
sometimes it develops slowly and a t 
last a crisis bring s o ut the m ettle and 
proves it heroic. 
The hero of the 
mine a t the Petersburg sieg e was a 
simple-hearted m an, too m odest to 
seek the post of honor and dang er, 
but in the course of his simple duties 
he walked cooly into the jaws of 
death. 
When the civil war alarm burst up­ 
on the country, in 1861, the miners 
of the upper Schuylkill reg ion, in the 
m ountains of Pennsylv ania,m ade;iip a 
reg iment, the Forty-eig hth Pennsyl­ 
v ania Reserve. 
In the ranks of Com­ 
pany K was H arry Iiesse, a young 
m an w ithout pretensions but filled 
with th a t q uiet ardor th a t does not 
flash and fade. 
The Forty-eig hth 
served in the early b attle of Virg inia 
and in the Southw est, in Mississippi 
and Tennessee, and when the sieg e of 
Petersburg beg an, in June, 1864, the 
ranks of its thousand stalw art miners 
had been thinned out by bullets and 
the hardships of cam p and m arch to 
a couple 
ot 
hundred, and these, 
thoug h bronzed and soldierly-looking , 
were not the men of 1861, fcr fever 
and priv ation m ake waste with the 
strong est bodies. 
Reese was yet but a common sol­ 
dier, althoug h he had won the chev­ 
rons of a serg eant, one rank below an 
office. When G rant broug ht the arm y 
to the trenches before Petersburg th a t 
sum m er the ten little bands of the 
Forty-eig hth, numbering about twen­ 
ty men each, were placed in the front 
line, opposite the m ost im portant 
fort the Confederates had for the pro­ 
tection of the city. 
It had cost our 
arm y fifteen thousand men to g et up 
f near th a t fort, and if it could be de­ 
stroyed it was believed th a t we could 
m arch into Petersburg . 
We 
had 
spent ten days trying to carry the 


with mag azines in the way of the tun* 
nellers 
Countermining was beg un for 
this purpose while the miners were 
working under the m ain fort, but the 
shafts m ade by the ( onftderates were 
About tw enty feet out of the way and 
failed to detect the stealthy labors 
g oing on so close a t hand. 
At leng th the estim ated distance 
had been tunneled and cham bers were 
prepared for the 
explosives. 
The 
com m ander of the arm y had put his 
forces in readiness to g o forward, and 
all the attention was fixed on this 
l>oint. The patience of the lenders 
was a t full strain; the workmen in the 
mine were exhausted, while yet they 
were jubilant over the completion oi 
the task. 
Suddenly it was seen th a t 
a m istake in m easurem ent of about 
nine yards had placed the cham bers 
outside tiie Confederate fort and th a t 
under it. The enterprise would fail. 
So sensitive were all concerned be­ 
cause of tlie criticism and ridi-uie the 
strang e project had called forth th a t 
there was not nn officer with the 
m oral courag e to face the chiefs ami 
reveal the unwelcome truth . 
Reese 
g ot men pledg ed for another effort 
and then went to headq uarters and 
asked for three days to complete the 
extensions. The new difficulty s h a t­ 
tered the faith of the g enerals, but 
the work was finished ahead of time 
and the powder was laid, and thus a 
second time Reese had saved 
the 
whole enterprise. 
Now tw enty thousand men 
with 
cav alry and batteries were placed in 
waiting , and a t last it seemed as 
thoug h 
by a 
m aster-stroke lice's 
powerful walls and arm am ent would 
be shivered to a u^elpss mass.

in a caldron of boiling water, after 
which 
they are ag ain tested by 
being tapped on the top by a small 
wooden m allet, imperfection being in­ 
dicated by the sound. The g ood ones 
are pun tured to let the hot air es­ 
cape, and are imm ediately sealed up 
ag ain. 
The cans are now rolled on a track 
into an iron retort and cooked by 
steam for an hourand fifteen minutes. 
They are next plung ed into a v at of 
hot lye, to remove every particle of 
g rease, and are immersed in a tank of 
cold w ater until th**y are perfectly 
cool. The final testing is made by 
two men who both tap each can with 
a larg e steel nail, their trained ears 
detecting any wrong sound.

the 
valuation relates to paste 
stones. 
Upon this Davis paid 
taxes and went on his way. 
It 
will now be interesting to watch 
whether in advertising the gems in 
future he will explain the episode 
in Butte, by saying the Butte ex­ 
pert did not know what lie was 
talking about.”

Every year during the autumn 
month a hugh “sweat”-house was 
erected, and the inhabitants of all 
the surrounding Indian villages 
were invited to attend. 
Every 
crevice in the covering of this 
sweltering hole which would per­ 
mit the entrance of a breath of air 
was carefully closed, and after a 
sumptuous 
feast, 
consisting 
of 
acorn soup and vension,the bucks, 
with Jack at their head, would 
crawl into this stifling hole, iii the 
center of which burned a hot fire. 
Around the blaze the naked sav­ 
ages danced weirdly until the heat 
became so intense that each one, 
sooner or later, fell to the ground, 
exhausted. 
Then came the test of 
endurance which was to develop 
the greatest man of the party. 
The victor was the one who could 
boil the longest and lire. 
They 
would form into two sections and 
arrange themselves at full length, 
face downward, on either side of 
the fire, with their noses rooted to 
the ground. 
Occasionally a stal­ 
wart buck would stand erect and 
with his blanket fan the flame 
over in the direction of the opposite 
party. 
Then he would subside 
and undergo similar treatment un­ 
til the heat became unendurable 
even to an Indian, and they would 
crawl out one by one more dead 
than alire, break the ice in an 
adjacent creek and plunge in.

Numerous inquiries having been ad­ 
dressed to this office, for information re­ 
lative to the revocation, by the Hon. Sec­ 
retary of the Interior, of the order with­ 
drawing indemnity lands for the benefit 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad compa­ 
ny, aud opening the same to settlement, 
under the general land laws, the Regis­ 
ter and Receiver submit the following 
for the information 
of those making 
such inquiries: 
1st. 
The Secretary’s order affects all 
lands in odd sections within the 30 mile 
indemnity limits, of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad company, not covered by exist­ 
ing entries. In this connection we would 
state that none of the selections in these 
odd sections have been approved to the 
Railroad company. 
3d. 
Applications to file or to make 
homestead entry upon such lands will 
be received on and after November 7th, 
1887, and will be noted and held, sub­ 
ject to the claim of the Company, of 
which claim the applicant will be dis­ 
tinctly informed, 
and 
a memoranda 
thereof entered 
on his papers. 
The 
company will then be notified and a1 
lowed 30 days within which to present 
their objections. 
Should the company 
fail to appear, the tiling or entry will be 
admitted; if objection is made by the 
company, a hearing will be ordered by 
the Register and Receiver, to determine 
the right of the company to make selec­ 
tion of the same. 
This will be decided 
by this office, subject to the right of ap­ 
peal in either party. 
3d. 
Settlement may date from August 
15, 1887. 
4th. 
The restored lands are not sub­ 
ject to cash entry.

An estim ate of the value of the pro 
ducts of the orchards and vineyards

O riN IO X OC THE SC PK EM R COCRT. 


The decision ol tile United States su­ 
preme court upon the petition for a w rit 
of error in tile case of the Chicago a n a r­ 
chists was announced last W ednesday a ft­ 
ernoon by Chief Justice W aite in alo n g 
and carefully prepared opinion, which oc­ 
cupied th irty five m inutes in the reading. 
The court holds in brief: 
F irst—T h a t the first ten am endm ents 
to the constitution are lim itations upon 
federal and not upon state action. 
Second—T hat tile jury law of Illinois is 
upon its face valid and cot stitutioim l, aud 
th at it is sim ilar in its provisions to the 
sta tu te of I’tah, which was sustained in 
this court in tile case of llo p t vs. the te rri­ 
tory of Utah. 
T hird—T h at it does not appear in the 
record th a t upon the evidence the trial 
court should have declared the juror San­ 
ford incom petent. 
F o u rth —T h at the object to the adm is­ 
sion of the Johann Most letter and the 
cross exam ination of Spies, which counsel 
for the prisoners m aintained, virtually 
compelled them to tastily against them ­ 
selves 
were n o t objected to in the trial 
court, and th a t, therefore no foundation 
was laid for the exercise of this c o u rt’s 
jurisdiction. 
And fifth—T hat the question raised by 
General Butler in the cases of Spies and 
Fielden upon the liases of their foreign na­ 
tionality were neither raised n o r decided 
in the sta te courts and therefore cannot tie 
considered here. 
The writ of erro r prayed 
for m ust consequently lie denied.

Police Superintendent W alling of 
New York Police elves the True 
Story of the Stealing and Subse> 
quent Recovery of A. T. Stewart’s 
Body. 
Tho narrative says: 
The remain* were 
buried in bt. M ark’* churchyard, corner 
of Second avenue and Tenth street, in an 
underground vault, the entrance to which 
was covered by a flagstone, which, in turn, 
was sodded over level with the surround­ 
ing surface, h o th a t there was no outw ard 
evidence of its location. Judge H ilton had 
discovered evidences th a t the vault had 
been tam pered with and no ta watch; but, 


uh n o t h i n g further transpired, tho watch 
wan withdrawn, and three nights late r— 
th a t in, on the 
night 
of Nov. 6, or 
too morning of Nov. 7, 1878, 
the vault 
was broken open and the rem ains stolen. 
Judge H ilton was firmly of the opinion 
I hat t he sexton or his assistant had guilty 
knowledge of the transaction; but this was 
i.ever shown. 
The judge a t once offered a 
reward 
o f $25,000 for the return of the 
body and the conviction of the grave rob- 
tors. 
The first clew came from Gen. 1’at- 
rick Ii. Jones, ex-postm aster of New York, 
who notified W alling th a t an ex-soldier 
who had served under him claimed to 
know something 
ABOUT THE STEWART BODY 
and with proper en com age men t would 
give inform ation leading to its recovery. 
The superintendent subm itted the offer to 
Judge H ilton, who declared lie never would 
pay one cent for Mr. H tew art’s iwyiew un- 
less they came accompanied by tim thieves

Gen. Jones was 
persistent

Death of a Great Surgeon. 
Dr. John M urray Carnochan, one of the 
oldest and ablest of American surgeons, 
died 
very suddenly of apoplexy a t hi# 
home in New York City. 
Dr.Carnochan was born seventy years ago 
near Savannah, 
Ga. 
His father was a 
wealthy planter, who sent his son to be edu 
cated a t the high school and Fniversity of 
Edinburgh. After graduating from the uni­ 
versity in 1849 he came to New York and 
studied medicine under 
Dr. 
Valentine 
M ott. 
Ile was the favored pupil of the 
great surgeon, who declared th a t Carno­ 
chan evinced the greatest ability as a sur­ 
geon of any young m an he had ever known. 
Young ’am oeban went to P aris from Dr. 
M ott’s office, and was graduated from the 
Ecole Medicale. 
Then lie “ walked the hos­ 
pitals” of P aris and London, and began 
the pratice of his profession in New York 
in 1847. He soon a ttra c ted atten tio n as 
a bold and skillful surgeon. 
Perhaps Dr. 
C arnochan’# greatest fame, however, is hi# 
discovery of the cause of w hat is known as 
congenital dislocation of the hip joint. 
A 
w riter in the British Medical Journal re­ 
cently hailed him as the greatest living 
American surgeon on this account, and it 
is doubtful if Dr. C arnochan’# reputation 
a t home was a t all com m ensurate with 
his fame abroad.

Mr. Adam’s offices in Boston are 
located in the building that bears his 
name, a massive, six-story structure 
on Court street within a stone’s throw 
of the Old State House, and but a few 
blocks distant from Faneuil Hall.

H ow Salm on is Canned. 


G ood H ousekeeping. 
In preparing salmon for canning the 
fish are dressed of fins, head .and en­ 
trails at the rate of 1 ,5 0 0 to 2,OGO a 
day by each man. 
They go through 
three washings and cleanings, and 
are 
cut 
by 
a 
machine 
into 
lengths 
just 
the 
height 
of 
a can. These pieces are each sliced 
lengthwise into several pieces. 
The 
men who do the filling, press the pieces 
as compactly into the cans as pos­ 
sible; a Chinese will fill 1,000 cans in a 
day. 
The tilled cans are then taken 
to the washing machine, where they 
are rapidly revolved under a spray of 
warm water And are rubbed with a 
sponge a t the same time, after which 
they are wiped dry' with pieces of 
netting. 
In the crimper the edge of the cover 
is crimped and the cans then roll 
across a brick soldering furnace, the 
ends 
passing 
through 
a 
trough 
of melted 
solder. 
This 
machine 
and furnace will dispose of 20,000 
cans a day and over. The complete­ 
ness of the operation is tested by ex­ 
am ination and immersion 
in 
hot 
water, and, if no further soldering is 
necessary, the cans are 
immersed 
again for an hour anti twenty minutes 
in a caldron of boiling water, after 
which 
they are again tested by 
being tapped on the top by' a small 
wooden mallet, imperfection being in­ 
dicated by the sound. The good ones 
are pun tured to let the hot air es­ 
cape, and are immediately sealed up 
again. 
The cans are now rolled on a track 
into an iron retort and cooked by 
steam for an hour and fifteen minutes. 
They are next plunged into a vat of 
hot lye, to remove every particle of 
grease, and are immersed in a tank of 
cold water until th^v are perfectly 
cool. The final testing is made by 
two men who both tap each can with 
a large steel nail, their trained ears 
detecting any wrong sound.

canned with all this care is in no way 
unfit for eating.

K. S. Paine Leaves Brainerd Between 
Two Days and Fails to Return. 
The rumored report of the flight of K. 
S. Paine was a shock to the business 
community and many were loth to believe 
the stories given in connection with his 
prolonged absence. 
The firm of K. S. 
Paine & Co., doing a wholesale and re­ 
tail butcher business on Sixth street, has 
been accredited with being one of the 
solid institutions of the city and that the 
head of the firm slionld decamp was the 
last tiling thought of, at least by out­ 
siders. 
The news was pretty well circulated by 
Monday night, however, and a reporter 
interviewed the remaining members, C. 
H .n n d N . M. Paine, who corroborated 
the report in almost every detail, not 
leaving out the taking of some $1,500 or 
$2,000 of the firm money. 
The motive 
of course can only be surmised, although 
there are several things that would indi­ 
cate that the absent partner had been 
planning kis flight for some months and 
had so covered his crooked doings as to 
give no clue to the coming event. 
The 
firm had been buying cattle at or near 
Glenwood, and last week Wednesday K. 
8. Paine made preparations to go there, 
taking some $1,500 of the money belong­ 
ing to tbe firm. 
Tlie next day after lie 
departure certain things cnme to the 
notice of C. II. 
Paine arousing his 
suspicious which he at once communi­ 
cated to his partner, but nothing was 
said publicly, 
trusting that Saturday, 
the day that be was to return, would sec 
him back and that he would make a 
satisfactory statement. 
Getting anxious, 
a telegram was sent to the parties that be 
was to deal with at Glenwood, and the 
answer cemc back that he had not been 
there, and this confirmed the worst fears 
in regard to the m atter. 
On Wednesday 
a letter reached here stating that they 
need not expect him back ns he had gone 
for good and took bis share of the firm 
capital, the letter being dated 
from 
Chicago. 
A dissolution notice was published 
Monday evening announcing the w ith­ 
drawal of K. 8. Paine and also the fact 
that the remaining partners would carry 
on the business. 
The termination of the 
affair did not result in a wreck of the 
institution as was probably expected by 
tiie departed member, and the gentlemen 
who are holding their paper, which un­ 
fortunately comes due at an early date, 
have signified their willingness to help 
them out with aid and extensions, and 
their financial affairs have been placed 
In shape to avoid any interruption of 
business. 
Mr. Paine’s (domesfic relations during 
tbe past six months toward his family 
have been of such a nature as to elecil 
remarks from people who were in a posi­ 
tion to know how m atters were being 
carried on by him, his wife being a most 
estimable lady and to her the sympathy 
of the community is extended. 
There is 
no doubt hut that the complications 
arising from this source hail much to do 
with his sudden departure, but for the 
sake of the family and friends, publicity 
of the details is suppressed.

GONE TO GREENER FIELDS. 


K . S. Paine L eaves Brainerd Betw een 
Tw o D ays and F ails to R etnrn. 
The rumored report of the flight of K. 
8. Paine was a shock to the business 
community and many were loth to believe 
the atones given in connection with his 
prolonged absence. 
The firm of K. 8. 
Paine A Co., doing a wholesale and re­ 
tail butcher business on Birth street, has 
been accredited with being one of the 
solid institutions of the city and that the 
head of the firm should decamp was the 
last thing thought of, at least by out­ 
siders. 
The news was pretty well circulated by 
Monday night, however, and a reporter 
interviewed the remaining members, C. 
H .a n d N . M. Paine, who corroborated 
the report in almost every detail, not 
leaving out the taking of some $1,500 or 
$2,000 of the firm money. 
The motive 
of course csn only be surmised, although 
there are several things that would indi­ 
cate that the absent partner had been 
planning his flight for some months and 
had so covered his crooked doings as to 
give no clue to the coming event. 
The 
firm had been buying cattle at or near 
Glenwood, and last week Wednesday K. 
8. Paine made preparations to go there, 
taking some $1,500 of the money belong­ 
ing to the firm. 
The next day after he 
departure certain things come to the 
notice of C. II. 
Paine arousing his 
suspicious which he at once communi­ 
cated to his partner, but nothing was 
said publicly, 
trusting that Saturday, 
the day that he was to return, would sec 
him back and that he would make a 
satisfactory statement. 
Getting anxious, 
a telegram was sent to the parties that he 
was to deal with at Glenwood, and the 
answer ceme back that he had not been 
there, and this confirmed the worst fears 
in regard to the matter. 
On Wednesday 
a letter reached here stating that they 
need not expect him back as he had cone 
for good and look his share of the firm 
capital, tile letter being dated 
from 
Chicago. 
A dissolution notice was published 
Monday evening announcing the with­ 
drawal of K. 8. Paine and also the fact 
that the remaining partners would carry 
on the business. 
The termination of the 
affair did not result in a wreck of the 
institution as was probably expected by 
the departed member, and the gentlemen 
who are holding their paper, which un­ 
fortunately comes due at an early date, 
have signified their willingness to help 
them out with aid and extensions, and 
their financial affairs have been placed 
in shape to avoid any interruption of 
business. 
Mr. Paine’s (dorocsfic relations during 
the past six months toward his family 
have been of such a nature as lo elecil 
remarks from people who were in a posi­ 
tion to know how matters were being 
carried on by him, his wife being a most 
estimable lady and lo her the sympathy 
of the community is extended. 
There is 
no doubt but that the complications 
arising from this source had much to do 
with his sudden departure, but for the 
sake of the family and friends, publicity 
of the details is suppressed.
